24,000,000 LBS SUGAR BEETS 
MAY BE THE 1930 YIELD 


Investigation by the New Industries 
Committee of the possibilities and po- 
tentialities of the sugar beet industry 
in the Edmonton district is being car- 
ried on and already sufficient evi- 
dence is believed to have been ad- 
duced to warrant the committee 
boosting it as a great agricultural 
asset. 

The soil and climate of this district 
are considered exceptionally favorable 
to this product and the returns to the 
grower are usually high in compari- 
son to the amount of the outlay. 

That the industry is rapidly gaining 
favor with agriculturists is evidence 
by the fact that in 1928 some 5200 
acres were sown to sugar beets with 
a total yield of 37,600 tons valued at 
$291,400 while last year the total crop 
was valued at something like HBr

NEWSPAPER LAWS 


Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the ,benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: 

1. A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the. paper 
does not answer. the laws). if the sub- 
acriber does not take the- “paper out of 
the post office nad state the reason 
for its not being taken: * Any. neglect 
to do so.makes* the postmaster. re- 


“sponsible to the publisher for pay. 


ment. 

2. If any. person orders” “his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher’ may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is. made. . 

3. Any person who takes a paper 


* from the post office, whether directed 


to his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or not, is responsible for 
payment. 

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office. This 
follows the principle that a man must 
pay for what he uses.

The danger from milk can be 
avoided by having the milk pasteur- 
ized. Pasteurization of milk supplies 
is advisable for many good reasons, 
one of these being: that through pas- 
teurization children, who should use 
milk fréely are protected from any 
danger of contracting tuberculosis 
from the milk. .
